The present application meets the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(2) and (3) : 

Document Dl (US-A-6 124 757) discloses a class-D 
amplifier with a frequency-modulated PWM clock 
frequency, for the compensation of errors caused by 
the supply voltage; although in document D2 (US-B-6 
2 78 3 01) the clock frequency is modulated this is 
not done so as to correct signal distortions but to 
spread switching noise (spread spectrum modulation) ; 
in document D3 (TAN" M T ET AL) the triangle 
reference signal is error- compensated. None of 
documents Dl to D3 discloses the claimed error 
correction using a variable system clock pulse based 
on amplifier deflection.
